Mr. Steinmann remarked that the Commission meets twice a 
month and that one Commissioner, Denris Carey, according to the 
minutes, was not present at the Commission meetings on December 22 
and 29, January 12, February 19, March 4 and 18, and that he was 
present on January 28 and April 1l. 

Mr. Steinmann remarked that he was &sking Commissioner 
Carey to explain his absences. 

Mr. Steinmann further remarked that if Commissioner Carey 
was too busy, that he should step aside. 

Mr. George A, Smith, 675 Bloomfield Avenue, appeared and 
remarked that he was a retail florist, trading under the name of 
Tappan Florist, and that he advocated the exelusion of florists 
from the provisions of a Sunday closing ordinance. 

Mr. Smith further remarked that a West Orange type ordin- 
ance would prohibit florists from being open on Sunday. 

Rev. Robert Ramm, 20 Park Street, remarked that the work 
of the Bloomfield Fire Department was being misrepresented and 
their spirit being exploited by & nevspaper presently collecting 
subscriptions on the basis that a portion of each subscription 
would be contributed to the F.M.B.A. Welfare Fund. 

Rev. Ramm further remarked that he had inquired into the 


percentage of return to the Firemen on each subscription and had 
found 1t impossible to obtain the answer from the Flre Department 


or the newspaper, 
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Rev. Ramm remarked that he had been informed that the 
Town Council rather than the Fire Department had authorized this 
arrangement, | 

Mayor Scott remarked that the F.M.B.A. had asxed the Town 
Council for permission and that it seemed at the time to be in- 
nocuous and there appeared to be nothing illegal or improper about 
the requested activity. | 

Rev. Ramm remar«ed that a subscription sold for $4.55 
with probably pennies being returned to the F.U.B.A. Welfare Fund, 

Rev. Ramm remarked that the man who solicited him gave the 
appearance of being a member of the Fire Department. 

Mayor Scott remarked that the Town Councilts policy was 
that no solicitation might be made by the Fire Department in uniform 
and that the Council would look into the conduct of this solicitation, 

Mr. Herman C. Doscher, 195 Sadler Road, remarxed that he 
sold potted plants and that the greater — his business was 
done on Sunday and that he advocated that florists be excluded 
from the provisions of a Sunday closing ordinance. 

Mr. Steinmann remarked that it would be well for the 
florists! organizations to memorialize the Governor of the State 
of New Jersey, as any ordinance that could be adopted must conform 
to the provisions of the New Jersey Statutes. 

Mr. Sherman Dilley, 161 Willow Street, inquired as to 
whether minutes were being taken of this evening's meeting and 
remarked that the time of the Town Council should not be taxen 
up by the making of political speeches and that an individual's 
character had been assassinated, 

Mr. Steinmann remarked that the Town of Bloomfleld pays 


$91,000, for services rendered by the Passaic Valley Sewerage 
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Commission and, therefore, the activity of the Commission was of 
interest to the governing body of the Town of Bloomfield, 

Mr. Dilley remarked that there were other individuals who 
had had questionable performances as Commissioners and that the 
Town of Bloomfield has the right to comment on the action of the 
Commission but not the action of an individual Commissioner and 
that his remarks vere stated because he did not believe in knocking 
anybody. 

Mayor Scott remarked that he vould not condone any furtner 
discussion of personalities. 

Mayor Scott remarked, in reference to the Sunday closing 
ordinance, that the Council was not yet in possession of a draft 
of such an ordinance and when lt was, the matter would be made 
public. 

Mr. Robert E. Darben, 20 Maple Avenue, Montclair, inquired 
whether the Town Council had decided to auction Town owned lands, 
54-56 Bessida Street. 

Mayor Scott remarked that the Board of Education had ex- 
pressed an interest in that property and the Council was awaiting 
further information from the Board of Education as to their needs 
in that area. 

Mr. Adolph J. Gruchacz, 37 Essex Avenue, submitted a 
resolution, which resolution advocated memorializing those who 
died in the service in World War II and the Korean War. 

The resolution was ordered pluced on file. 

Mr. Barry Crelin, 82 Gold Road, remarxed that he had 
studied the tax records and found thet the Town owned approxi- 


mately 70 parcels of land, some of it was suitable for building 
and other parcels which would only benefit adjoining property owners. 
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Mr. Crelin advocated the sale of these Town owned parcels. 

Mr, Crelin further remarked that the Third Ward ls an area 
experiencing an increase in population and industrlalization and 
that consideration should be given to the erection of a new Fire 
House in that area, 

Mayor Scott remarked that the Town Council had under con- 
sideration the sale of several Town owned parcels and that this 
evening the Clerk would be authorized to advertise the public 
auction, on June l, 1959, of several parcels of Town owned land, 

Mayor Scott further remarked that a new Fire House ln the 
Third Ward has been under consideration for some time, 

Mr. Charles A. Wilhoft, 204 Montgomery Street, remarked 
that the Church of the Sacred Heart was planning a Parish Supper 
on May 30, 1959, and that it was anticipated there would be 2,000 
people in attendance. 

Mr. Wilhoft remarked that this was a typical situation in 
which too many people were being assembled in too small an area, 
He advocated that legislation be adopted and enforced which would 
prohibit the assembling of too many people in inadequate quarters. 

Mr. Dilley inquired into the progress of the Economic 
Development Committee. 

Mayor Scott remarked that the Committee was making great 
progress and a brochure was about to be published and that he 
could have a copy of minutes of that Committee if he so desired. 

Mr. Dilley inquired as to the status of the Colgate- 
Palmolive Laboratory site. 

Mayor Scott remarked thet there was still a strong possi- 


bility that Colgate-Palmolive might build on its site.

emergency appropriation was necessary, he felt that a 5-2 vote 
Was necessary.

excess of that given other employees, part of the increase was 
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due to a reduction in hours and that the hourly workers should 
| mot be denied an hours reduction because it comes at the same 
Aime a salary increase is being made. 

Mayor Scott remarked that he was voting "no" as he felt 
the hourly employees were entitled to a salary increase but not 
to the extent provided in the ordinance,

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Mr, Leslie R., Hauser, 65 Morley bane, remarked that 
the Zoning Committee of the Bloomfield Chamber of Commerce had 
reported today at a "governor's luncheon® of the Bloomfield 
Chamber of Commerce, at which luncheon & resolution was passed 
requesting that passage of the Zoning Grdinance be adjourned to 
a future date so that the Chamber of Commerce may further study 
the Ordinance. | 

Mayor Scott remarked that the Zoning Ordinance had been 
under study for several years and that the publie hai been informed 
of its provisions for over a year and public hearinss had been held 
and adjustments made, and further opportunities hac been made in 
recent months for the public to inform the Town Council of their 
opinions, and that it was rather late to bring forth a request 
for an adjournment, without showing cause, at the meeting at 
whieh the Ordinance was scheduled for adoption. 

Mr. Robert Klika, an attorney, appeared on behalf of 
his father, owner of premises at 1300 Broad Street, objecting to 
& provision of the Zoning Ordinance, Article VIII, Section 5, 
paragraph "g*. 

Mr, Samuel Mendelsohn inquired as to the use of the 
remainder of a property which was zoned for the first 100 feet 
for Business and the remainder for Residential for off-street 
parking for the Business use. 

Mr. Smith, of Community Planning Assoclates Inc., re- 
marked that an individual would require a variance to use the 
remainder for parking for the Business use. 

Mr. Harold Savage, an attorney, appeared on behalf of 


the estate of Jennie Davidson, owner of property on the corner 
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5f Watchung Avenue and Broad Street, remarked that rather than 
having the Business Zone follow lot lines, it extends, with regard 
to the property of his client, only 100 feet in depth. 

Mr. Savage compared the Ligham Tract case of 1950, and 
advocated that the Davidson Tract be zoned entirely for Business 
Ugo. 

Mr, David Rappeport, an attorney, appeared on behalf of 
residents immediately adjacent to the Davidson Tract, and Spoke 
&t length in opposition to placing the entire Davidson Tract in 
& Business Zone. 

Mr. George E, Davey, an attorney, appeared on behalf of 
D.L.& W, R.R,, and remarked that he was present to ascertain whether 
the railroad property would retain its Industrial Zoning, end fur 
ther remarked that he observed that it had retained that Zoning. 

Mr. Smith, Community Planning Associates Ine., remarked, 
in answer to the question raised by Mr. Davey, that Article X, 
Section 1, paragraph "a", allowed in an Industrial Zone the uses 
allowed in Business Zone Be3 and Research Zone Cel, with the ex- 
ception of the Residential uses allowed in those Zones, and that 
the difference between R-4A and R-4B can be found in the Schedule 
of General Regulations. 

The Town Council recessed. 

The Town Council reconvened. 

Mr. Fisher remarked that the Planning Board undertook 
the revision of the Zoning Ordinance three years ago, that the 
Ordinance vas the subject of a great amount of study and several 
public hearings. 

Mr. Fisher further remarked that the Planning Board had 


received the unanimous approval of the Town Council to launch 
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thelr study; that the study cost approximately $10,000.00 and 
that those Councilmen who east a negative vote upon the ordinance 
should state their reasons. 

Mr. Lintett remarked that he was voting "no" on the 
Ordinance and that, though there was unanimous approval for a 
study and revision of the Zoning Ordinance, ard though the proe 
posed Ordinance is a good Ordinance, it was his opinion that the 
Ordinance did not meet the needs of a community as developed as 
Bioomfield. 

Mr. Lintott further remarked that the existing Ordinance 
w'th some revision would meet the present needs of the Towns that 
the existing Ordinance has elicited comparatively little litigation 
thit the proposed Ordinance would elicit a large amount of litiga- 
tica and would cause an increased burden on the Legal Deparment, 
the Building Department and the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 

My. Lintott remarked that his negative vote on the Ordin. 
ance «d not reflect any change in his attitude with regard to the 
Zoning sf certain areas. 

Mr. Soriano remarked that the approval of the Ordinance 
did not .oreclose the rights of the citizens who requested adjust. 
ments in heir particular cases. 

Soriano further remarked that the Ordinance was a 
step in the right direction, in that the Ordinance limits density 
of populaticn, | 


Mr. Russoman moved that the Ordinance be layed over for

Mrs. Jewkes remarked that she had opposed the Ordinance 
from the beginning and had expressed herself in the several confer- 
ences held with regard to the Ordinance and she did not feel that 
lt was necessary that she q ualify her vote.

Mr. Charles Giesson, owner of premises known as The 
Forest Hill Lodge, 19 Belleville Avenue, remarked that he was 
opposed to the transfer.
